be saved’? Once again thousands of Hutus are trying to 
flee to neighboring Tanzania. Aid organizations are the 
targets of attacks. The Tuts: Army and Hutu rebels are 
Killing civilians. The nominally democratic government 
is powerless. The president has to fear for his lite. 


When the clock sounds mine in the evening in the 
Burundian capital of Bujnmbura, Tutsi gangs take 
possession of the streets. They are groups of young 
men and women. They wear baggy jeans, T-shirts, and 
baseball caps. They have knives under their belts. 


Last year the Hutus were largely driven out of Bujum- 
bure by the Tuts: Army and militias. There is only one 
more or less mixed area left, Buyenzi. The outer sub- 
urb of Kamenge, once an over-populated Hutu area, is 
permanently sealed off by the Army. Last year there 
was bloody fighting here between the Army and Hutu 
combat groups. The inhabitants have left now. The last 
4.000 remain in a mission station in the area. 


In a muddy inner yard a few hundred women and 
children are bivouacking. Constantine (aged 39) is a 
widow, soldiers killed her husband. She has lost: her 
home and her eldest son is in prison, accused of 
supporting the rebels. “There are many prisoners, she 
says. Sometimes the soldiers go to the prison, take a 
few hundred with them, and shoot them dead. 


The deep crisis in Burundi siarted in 1993 when recently 
elected Hutu President Melchior Ndadaye was murdered 
by an Army faction, It was the sign for revenge actions 
by Hutus. An estimated $0,000 civilians from the Tutsi 
minority (which makes up 15 percent of the population) 
were killed. 


Since then the Army has cleansed” Buyumbura of Hutus 
and is intervening mercilessly against Hutus in the north 
of the country. In the mountains a small and poorly 
coordinated guernila ermy of extremist Hutus ts fighting 
Hack 


In the capital a government which ts dominated by 
FRODEBU [Front for Democracy tn Burundi] sll rules, 
marily supported by Hutus. FRODEBU won 80 percent 
of the votes in the first free elecuons in 1994. The 
FRODEBU leaders tace constant danger. Since 1994, 
48 of them have been killed, says Augustin Nzopbwant, 
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secretary general of the party. He says that $,200 party 
members are in prison. “They are being killed one by 
one. This proves there is a plan to exterminate the 
Hutus,’ he states. 


‘T think that such a pian exists.” Nzopbwant continues, 
“because during the tailed 1993 coup all FRODEBL s 
leaders were vicums. Ministers, bodyguards, and party 
leaders were killed or imprisoned. And the soldiers whi 
were involved in the killing are still tree, they have not 
been punished.” 


Some FRODEBU provincial governors have been killed 
in past years in attacks. They have been replaced ps 
Army officers, Tutsis without exception. In this way 
the Tutsis are litt’ by litte winning back the power 
which they lost in the elections, without having to stage 
a military coup. 


FRODEBU ts not only the hostage of the Army, bui 
also of its own past, in the view of Major Pierre Buyoya 
(a Tutsi), the miittary dictator who relinquished power 
in 19934 atier he had lost the elections contrary to his 
expectations, “Ndadaye’s murder by the Army and the 
murder of the population by FRODEBU leaders ts the 
source of a kind of mutual blackmail. It suits both parties 
better not to look into the matter and take steps,” he says 


However, FRODEBU demes involvement in the re- 
venge actions. The party is in an impossible position, 
says Nzonbwam. “The Tutsis accuse us of supporting 
the Hutu rebels. The extremist Hutu radio station, Radio 
Democratic, accuses us of carrying out the policies of 
the Tutsis. A solution ts only possible if a con.oromiuse 
is found between Hutus and Tutsis. 


Few Burundians appear to still believe in a Compromise 
Former FRODEBU Foreign Minister Jean-Marie Npen- 
‘ahayo (himself a Tutsi) recently warned that al! the 
party leaders would be eliminated if they did not fee 
abroad. Ngendahayo now lives in South Atnca. Pres: 
dent Nubantunganya in particular ts said to be in danger 
Nzonbwant recognizes this, but according to him the 
flight of the FRODEBU leadership would have terrible 
consequences for the Hutus. For many, like the refugees 
in the mission station, the only remaining protection 
comes from the government

{Moutakaia] In the absence of a national address on 
31 December, President Pascal Lissouba finally decided 
to choose the platform of the Manen Ngouam Univer- 
sity Lecture Hall 600 to make a brief review of his 
performance, and to outline plans for this year. This 
much-awaited message finally came in the form of an 
address to the civil society. It centered on two main 
points: Public-interest actions undertaken in the past 
years, which represent gains made, and all the prior- 
ity actions to be undertaken this year 


Concerning gains made, President Lissoubha mentioned 
the stabilization of public finances, which has led to 
a reduction in government spending: the signing ot 
contracts on onl production sharing arrangements, and 
the resumption of negotliauions with international finance 
Institulions 


It will be recalled that the international community 
turned its back on Congo for more than six years 
until 1994. Another gain was the restructuring of the 
financial system backed by fiscal and customs reforms, 
the creation of a centralized disbursement system, 
and the reformulation of the various legislations. In 
addition to these initiatives, two major measures were 
courageously taken to meet the demands of the IMF 
and the World Bank. They are: the 23- percent cut in 
government workers: pay, and the privatization of state- 
owned enterprises, Which will soon be implemented 


In regard to future plans, the president stressed creativ- 
ity, which should enable us to innovate, and to take 
charge of ourselves. Also included in these plans are 
debt repayment, poverty alleviation, and a budget pro- 
vision to cover, essentially, local counterpart funds for 
investments through international cooperation. Further- 
more, a financial set-up called the Congolese Finance 
Company wall be established 


As of this year, all the various infrastructure wall 
he rehabilitated or reconstructed, starting with human 
resources. This implies the training of professionals, 
who should be capable of fulfilling our ambitions. The 
enure educational system will, therefore, have to be 
reformed. Next are the physical infrastructure including 
roads, ports, airports, railroads, and others that are 
intended to open up access to our regions — commonly 
called the hinterland — and other neighboring countries 
such as Cameroon, Chad, and the Central Afncan 
Republic. In addition to this is intellectual infrastructure 
such as telecommunications 
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These, essentially, are President Lissouba’s projections 
which actually constitute an emergency program. How 
ever, in this race toward development, the president 
pointed out two mayor handicaps — the crushing deh 
burden and the increasingly unbearable rural-urban mi 
gration. Nonetheless, he was sull very confident abour 
the future of our country. Congo's rebirth and its eco 
nomic miracle, he said, are within our reach. To achieve 
this, President Lissouba ts not relying on oil, but rather 
on human resources saying that their development ts 
the key to our future. In short, there is room tor hope 
he said. He pledged to do what he had said, which 1s

In the report it is stated that 
the Humanitiex Nigeria Limited company had made 4 
claim against Shell for not fulfilling a contract dating 
back to 1994. The company boss said under oath that 
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Shell bougt i the weapons to “replace the firearms of its 
security # cats,” as they worded it. Shell Netherlands 
denies wa its operation in Nigeria possesses arms. But 
the compan, does admit that payment is made for the 
reinforced ‘guarding’ provided in Nigeria. 


Nevertheless Wiwi, wants there to be an independent 
international invesugation into Shell's activities. “It 
is ume that this evil alliance between the dictatorial 
Nigerian regime and the Sheil oil giant is examined 
seriously and conclusions are drawn,” says Wiwa. 


For that reason Wiwa, as a member of the executive 
of the Ogoni movement, is making an international 
tour to urge Western heads of state and government 
to take stricter measures against Nigeria. “The foreign 
bank accounts of the Nigerian junta should be frozen. 
Western consumers have the most powerful weapon in 
their hands; they must boycott Shell and let it know it 
too. Then we would see whether it caves in and brings 
an end to the pollution and violation of human rights in 
Ogoniland.” 


In any case that has not happened so tar. Further 
still: The Nigerian junta has been proven right with 1s 
prediction that the international media wall complain 
for a few weeks about the hanging of Saro-Wiwa 
but be quiet after that. The entire Ogoni question 
has completely disappeared from current affairs again.

Nevertheless Wiwa is determined to continue. He be- 
hieves that his movement has not been beheaded by the 
death of his brother. On the contrary, “we have become 
even stronger because of it. Now we understand bet- 
ter that we must work more internationally. So we will 
open an office abroad soon. And in the middle of next 
month my brother's last book will appear in various 
languages including Dutch. We need your help, now. 
Let the Ogoni tragedy be more than an incident, a news 
event which is once again forgotten.

[FBIS Translated Excerpt] The question of Rwandan 
refugees in the Burundian camps who are fleeing to 
Tanzania, and who are currently at the border between 
Burund: and Tanzania, has been widely covered. As a 
result, Reconstruction Minister Patrick Mazimpaka has 
discussed the issue in an interview with correspondents 
Here he tells us about the situation 
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[Begin recording] [Mazimpaka] [passage omitted} For 
our part, we have tned everything possible, and around 
130,000 refugees who were living in Burund: returned 
home between 1994 and 1995. Between December 
1995 and this month, more than 10,000 refugees have 
returned. The refugees at the Tanzaman border chose 
to flee to Tanzania ins.ead of returning home like the 
others. This is the issue. Apart from this, for our part we 
have done everything possible to convince our tetugees 
to return home. 


As I said earlier, there is heavy influence from polit. 
clans, such as those of the Rally for the Return ot 
Refugees and Democracy in Rwanda [RDR], who are 
doing everything possible to teach the refugees how to 
protect themselves, so that they are not brought to jus- 
lice over the genocide which took place in this country 
I would also add that I have just received worrying and 
shametul words trom UN Secretary General Dr. Butrus- 
Ghali, who is saying that the Rwandan Government has 
failed in its duty to unite Rwandans. He also says that 
the Rwandan Government has rejected the UN troops 
who are still in this country. You know that we agreed 
with them on remaiming here and he says we rejected 
them. 


He also says we have expelled non-governmental or- 
ganizations. We did not expel the organizations, we 
stopped them trom doing a job in which they had tailed 
In fact, others withdrew of their own accord. This should 
not be his basis, these are unreasonable words trom a 
person who has heavy responsibilities. This encourages 
poor conditions at a time when refugees are returning, 
since it does not help us solve the refugee issue and the 
unity of Rwandans. 


[Correspondent] How are you cooperating with the 
Governments of Burund: and Tanzania to tind a solution 
to the question? 


{Mazimpaka] As you heard, the Burundian Government 
has said the refugees should return to their camps 
Tanzanians are telling them to go back since Burundi 
is not throwing them out. Next Monday [29 January], 
we are going to send high-ranking government officials 
charged with the repatriation of refugees to hold talks 
with the Burundian Government so that we can once 
again study how to solve the question so that refugees 
may return home instead of going to other countries 
We will be in Burundi trom 29 to 40 January 


[Correspondent] [tis clear that politicians in the camps 
are causing the problems, though resolutions from 
meetings which have been taking place say the refugees 
should leave the camps. Did Burundi initiate this? 
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[Mazimpaka] We agreed with Burundi that the camps 
with few people in them should be closed, since the 
refugees were returning in large numbers. One camp has 
already been closed, and you can see that these others 
have few people, 10,000 or 16,000. They were also 
about to close. We have not yet reached an agreement 
on closing camps with Tanzania. We did not agree with 
Zaire to begin closing camps. [end recording] 


Apart from what Butrus Butrus-Ghali ts saying, some 
foreign leaders are still asking for regional conferences 
to be held, following those heid in Nairobi, Bujumbura, 
and Cairo. Minister Patrick Mazimpaka addressed the 
issue. 


[Begin Mazimpaka recording] What we can say ts that 
the countries of the Great Lakes took pari in important 
meetings, especially the Nairobi one, followed by that of 
Bujumbura, where decisions were made on repatriating 
refugees. There is no need to add others to these. Again, 
our heads of state met in Cairo and called for the 
services of the Carter Center. We again came uy with 
good and effective resolutions. 


Therefore, in my view another meeting called by either 
the United Nations or the OAU cannot add anything 
to this. What the UN secretary general has just said 
shows there is a hidden agenda behind such a meeting. 
We will first follow the line of solving questions in 
our own countries. If we fail, then we will call upon 
outsiders. Such a meeting cannot help us at this time.

Last week, some 15,000 Rwandan Hutu retugees fled 
the Mugano Camp (north-west of Burundi) and were 
allowed entry in Tanzania. However, 15,000 others who 
lett the Ntamba Camp just after the first batch are stl! 
stuck on the border zone between the two countries, 
with Tanzania refusing to let them in. 


The head of the Rwandan Government added that he 
“will soon go to Tanzania to visit refugee camps and to 
try to convince his compatriots to return home. 


Despite official reassurances and calls made for the 
return of the refugees coming from Kigali, around 2 
million Rwandan Hutus have chosen exile for more 
than 18 months and have been living in refugee camps.

He said he agreed 
with calls by Kgalema Motlanthe, the general secretary 
of the National Union of Mineworkers, to extend open 
meetings between unions and management to healthy 
mines, on a regular basis.

Shabangu said the 
government had a plan to deal with the strike, but de- 
clined to reveal details. 


Striking electricity workers have cut power to large 
areas Of Mbabane and Manzim, and water utility 
workers were poised to cul water supphes, according 
to People’s United Democrauc Movement (Pudemo) 
secretary-general Dominic Mngomezulu, a member 
of the strike committee.

He said he does not understand why the vice 
president should be the only person who should chair 
such sensitive bodies without an option to the president, 
who 1s the head of state and commander in chiet of the 
Armed Forces. Dr. Asamoah said in a situation where 
the vice president, Mr. Arkaah, 1s in opposition, it would 
not be in the interest of the nation to retain him as 
chairman of the three bodies. 


Touching on other functions of the vice president, which 
are entrenched in the Const'tution, with reference to 
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his acting posiuion in the absence of the president and 
members of cabinet, Dr. Asamoah said there is nothing 
anybody can do immediately. He said, however, that 
with his peculiar position as an opposition member, 
Mr. Arkaah cannot be allowed to take active part in 
cabinet meetings, explaining that in the face of all these 
developments it is a moral obligation for him to resign. 


Explaining the need for an amendment to the provisions 
on citizenship, Dr. Asamoah said, apart from petitions 
that keep pouring in from individual Ghanaians abroad, 
government received a delegation of citizens calling for 
dual citizenship. He said everything possible would be 
done to grant dual citizenship to Ghanaians abroad. 


On participation of chiefs in active partisan politics, 
the acting attorney general said it is imappropnate 
and against the spirit of the Constituuon to deprive 
citizens of participation in matters affecting them in 
their own country. Dr. Asamoah observed that there 
are two conflicting provisions in the Constitution on 
the appointment of the common fund administrator. He 
Said one provision vests the power in the president, 
acting in consultation with the Council of State, while 
the other puts on parliament.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] There is perhaps more than a 
glimmer of hope on the horizon for Sierra Leone, just 
over a week after the ousting of Captain Strasser and 
his replacement by Brigadier Maada Bio. Maada Bio 
said elections scheduled for 26 February will go ahead 
as planned, and he called on the RUF [Revolutionary 
United Front] rebels who are active in the south and 
east of the country to unconditional talks. Yesterday, the 
RUF said they were declaring a week-long cease-fire. 
They welcomed the offer of talks without preconditions 
but called for a postponement of the election date. 
Well, one of the top men in the new regime is Colonel 
Karifah Kargbo, the man who announced the takeover 
on Tuesday [16 January] last week. On the line, Robin 
White asked him how they responded to the RUF 
declaration: 


[Begin recording] [Kargbo] Well, it was good move, it 
was a step in the right direction. This is the first me 
we had any show of commitment from the RUF with 
regard to peace. And we are all happy about this and 
we hope it will move on to further things. 


[White] Would you respond in kind to that cease-fire? 


[Kargho] Yes. As a matter of fact, directives have been 
given out for us to have a cease-fire of our own. All our 
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troops have been ordered back into defensive positions 
and that there shall be no hostility as far as we are 
concerned. We shall only react if we are attacked. And 
if we go by the RUF word, we don’t think it would 
happen, especially if we are expecting a period of calm 
for the next seven days, and we hope it would continue 
further. 


[White] I know it is in the early days yet, but how has 
the cease-fire so far held, as far you know?’ 


{[Kargbo] Well, so far it has held. Since yesterday we 
haven't heard any reports of attacks by the rebels in any 
of the positions. So far, so good. 


[White] Now, what is now going to be the next step’ 
Have negouations already started indirectly or directly 
with the RUF rebels? 


{[Kargbo] Well, to date we have only heard about their 
interest. We are moving forward. The head of state 
himself has said he is willing to talk to Mr. Sankob 
personally, anywhere, anylume. We are waiting tor such 
an indication from them as how soon we can start talks, 
where we could meet, and he is willing to go ahead 
on that. In fact, he is planning a few trips out of the 
country to ensure that frends and other countries in the 
subregion help to promote the issue of dialogue and 
peace with the RUF. 


{White} Do you have a go-between’ 


[Kargbo] No, not yet. We don’t have any go-between, 
and we think that possibly we could sort it out, sit down 
and talk to the RUF, and see how we can come to an 
understanding on what their problems are 


[White] Is there a possibility of some kind of meeting 
being arranged within a week? 


[Kargbo] Well, there is a possibility of anything. A 
meeting could be arranged tomorrow if they so desire 
A meeting could be arranged within a week. And like 
the head of state has said, he has assured the RUF ot 
their safe conduct. If they need documentation we are 
ready to provide it. Even if they need to be lifted to 
some neutral ground for the meeting. We are willing to 
talk. So either we could do it, or talk to groups who 
could arrange it, and just to ensure that we meet and 
Clear the air.
